In the' ac’'.ground are the British, 
Trench, Tafidinihn and Turhish• flags, and below is the inscrip* 
tion "Crimea 1355 n in English, Trench or Italian, The reverse 
side has the Sultan*s cypher within a laurel wreath,' with the 
word «»Crtne^ M in Tuthish, and the date in Arabic, t '[ 

Permission to wear the medals was granted to the B-ritish 
recipients, and they'were generally fitted with a -ring for sus¬ 
pension, or else with silver clasp attachments, 

'* Th&' ne'dals intended for the British-had ■the British and 
Turh.ish flags to the fore on the o’verse, with the inscription 
in English}. those for the Trench troops, the Trench and Turhish 
flags to the, front, with the wording in Trenchj and those for 
the Sardinians, the Sardinian anl Turhish flags to the fore, 
and the inscription in Italian, 

When the ship earing the British medals was wrached, most 
British soldiers and sailors received French or Sardinian medals 
instead of the ones originally intended for them. 

However, a few ’’ritish medals survived the shipwrech and 
surprisingly enough one eventually reached Regina, where I had 
the good fortune of recently obtaining it for my collection.

The gun itself measures. just under fifty*two inches in 
total length and the arrel is thirty»six inches. It has two 
rass ran rod furrels, a ‘ rass butt plate and a ‘ rass serpent 
or dragon on the side which is broken and part missing, Trigger 
guard, trigger and lock are all iron. The lock plate is narked 
DA21T2TT, LOITDQU, 1333 and has the typical Hudson's ay Troof, 

The sitting ig headed fox, facing left as ypu loo': at it. The 
nost interesting part about the gun is the amount of use it has 
seen. The wood just in front of the trigger guard is worn right 
dpwn and partly into the hole where the ramrod slides. ITo 
doubt it tool: many years of use to do this. 

Ac bad- as the gun loohs it is in fair shooting condition 
and this is another interesting little thing, Uy brother, work.-* 
ing in . .C., and y the way collecting a few guns, found this 
one for me. being an amateur gunsmith he decided it needed 
some repair. The nipple was all fouled up and as he had a 
spare nipple decided to change it. You can probably guess what 
happened. He put the old gun in a /ice and with a hamer and 
punch went to worh. Just as everything was going smoothly the 
old beast went off. lie wasn't hurt but his shop received a nice 
hole in the wall.

riantc'-oth in this country and abroad nay show some var¬ 
iation in'equipment ' ut the ' asdc process remains %m«d*4fce* 
unaltered. One factory operating a few decades ago contained 
a circular iron ed sever, feet in diameter, ' earing two iron 
cylinders, each weighing four tons, and having a diameter of 
si? and one-half feet. The n green charge” weighing approxi¬ 
mately eighty pounds was spread evenly over the surface of the 
saucer shaped iron ed and the wheels started into notion throu 
gh a gear or belt drive connected to the axle joining the twp 
iron, cylinders or wheels, to reduce the danger of accidental 
firing of the charge through friction between the '.ill rollers 
or..wheel and the iron bod. It was first dampened with enough, 
water to alloy dusting but not so much as to cause adherence of 
the charge to the iron rollers, blows situated behind the path 
of the rollers turned the material near the periphery of the 
ill ed ' ac : into the course of the advancing roller. The in¬ 
gredients of the ”green charge” were'incorporated beneath‘the 
.ill rollers for four to eight hours, depending upon the qual¬ 
ity, of powder desired. The resulting ill c. he war. removed fro:-, 
the bed of the wheel .ill and ' rohen up y gun metal rollers 
into a granular for- suitable for charging onto the plate of a 
hydraulic press, the press plates measuring twenty inches by 
twenty-eight inches were sandwiched around a layer of hrohen 
mill cah.e and pressure applied, in th' vicinity of. 400 pounds 
for 1% hours. Cave density reached 1,7 to 1,3, The pressed 
•ill sahe was fed through psirs 'of granulating rolls to fracture 
the pressed powder into the familiar grains, Over-sited prod* 
uct was recycled to again become fed to tha granulating ro'tls, 

Drying to the 1.0 to 1.5% .vtoisture content of commercial 
powder was accomplished by subjecting the grains to a forded 
draft of heated air. To finish the powder was polls'.ed by turn* 
bling in a revolving cylinder or arrel, the friction of the 
contact between, grains eing suffient to impart a glade to the 
individual grains, Then desired, graphite in the amount, one 
ounce per hundred pounds of powder was added to the barrel dur¬ 
ing the tumbling, glaring the'powder grain surface.

These inders will cost'less than a dollar each and you can in- 
elude two or -.ore ye rs, with a mininum of effort, in each bin¬ 
der. Cut out the appropriate name from the various magazines 
alue them to the edge of hinder and you have a readily ident¬ 
ifiable label. 

If you haven*t a means of indexing the information you 
can now 30 through each boo*: and jotting down, alphabetically, 
the' articles that attract your interest. This will gi-*e you a 
thorough, ' ut rather haphazard means of loohing up any refer** 
ence material, If you want to e mre efficient, and it will 
save time after its once done, gather up all information on on< 
subject and list it separately, Tor instance, under the C*s 
you would have, Colts, cartridges, collecting, Custer and_so o'

Tlacb sportin-j; powder •ns wo "mow it today is little chan¬ 
ged in composition fro - : the European powders of 15dC, when cer¬ 
tain v elgian powders reportedly contained 5*y weight 75% salt¬ 
peter, 15.-2% charcoal- and 9.35% sulphur. TIhat then, even after 
allowing for greater purity of cbfe deal ingredients today, is 
the explanation of the vastly improved ballistics of modern day 
' lac'-, sporting powder as co: ’.pared with its 15th century count¬ 
erpart? l.any of us were inquisitive youngsters efore the space 
era brought along its flurry of accidents to would he compound¬ 
ers of homemade rochet fuel, tried compounding blach powder in¬ 
cur garage 1 •'.oratories only to find that if we adhered strict¬ 
ly to the saltpeter, sulphur and charcoal combination in reason¬ 
ably snail amounts, we were disappointed. Hot only did our 
custom made powder fail to deserve the caution qnlled for in the 
directions for its preparation, but often it failed completely 
to ignite even when the 75-15-10 proportions wore adhered to. 

The reason of course, why homemade blach. powder of quality 
equal to commercially available powders of today cannot be pre¬ 
pared lies in the difference in degree of pulverisation and in* 
corporation of ingredients in- r the two. The burning rate of 
blach. powder of given composition is much faster when suitable 
equipment is available-to "thoroughly incorporate the ingredi¬ 
ents. Invariably, this equipment is found only on the premises 
of the powder manufacturer. Today there is little incentive to~ 
the manufacturers to improve :lach powder quality with the dram* 
atic year by year decline in usage that is shown by comparison 
of the 1935-1939 average consumption of '5.4 million pounds, of 
Mach blastigg powder, with the mere 5.5 million ounds consumed— 
in 1955. Admittedly, these figures do not refer to bine:: sport¬ 
ing powder, but the incentive to improve quality of all 'lach 
powders would logically be on the decline. Fortunately, the 
technology of lac": powder manufacture was brought to such a 
level as to assure an excellent product .efore the introduction 
of other more powerful powders " ogan to displace the former in 
general usage. 

The modern lach. pow’er manufacturing differs little in 
principle fr or. its 19th century predecessor, basically, steps 
in manufacture can e outlined as follows: 

1. Initial ixing of saltpeter, sulphur and charcoal to 
‘ for; "green Charge" to mill. 

2. Incorporation of ingredients in wheel .ill or stamp mill 

3. Granulation of -.ill came. 

4. dressing of granulHted mill came, 

5i Coming or granulating pressed - ill . came. 

6. Trying. 

7. Finishing, either by tumbling or coating with graphite, 
or bath.
